What the Amendment Means. 


An examination of the amending ordinance 
shows ata glance itedangerous character. 
Under pretense of amending it entirely 
changes the nature and purpose of the ordi- 
nanée, The original ordinance gives the com- 
pany the right simply to lay through the city 
one line of pipe, which shall connect the 
springs with the World's Fair grounds, The 
amending ordinance gives it the right to lay 
supply pipes all over the city and furnish 
water to all who will buy. The original ordi- 
nance provides as follows: 

Sec. 5. The privileges herein granted are upon 
the express congition that under no cireumstances 
shall any other material than the water from 
these springs be conveyed through this line of 
pipe and no permission shall ever be granted to 
tap the said pipe at any point to make connection 
with any residence or other building within the 
present or future limits of the City of Chicago ex- 
cept such buildings as may be erected by said 
company for distributing or bottling depots. 

The amending ordinance reads: 

Sec. 1. There is hereby granted to the Wauke- 
sha Hygeia Mineral Springs company, its succes- 
sors and assigns, permission and authority to con- 
struct, lay down, maintain, repair, and operate 
along, upon, and under any and all the avenues, 
streets, alleys, and public places in said city, a 
single metal pipe, not to exceed twelve inches in 
diameter, together with all necessary feeders and 
service pipes in connection therewith for the con- 
veyance and distribution of mineral or spring 
water for use by the public, 

Of course there is also the usual provision 
that pipes shall be laid es far as practicabie 
along the alleys. So there is in the Economie 
Gas ordinance. Any citizen can see what “as 
far as practicable ” means by taking a look at 
the streets of Chicago—or rather. what is left 
of them since the Economic laid pipes in 
the alleys. A provision that no pipes can be 
laid betweeh May land Nov. 1, 1893, is prob- 
ably of equal value. 


It Has No Friends at Present. 


The ordinance is utterly bad and vicious, 
No sane man could have hoped to put it 
through the Council without the use of

DID THEY BOB BESLY & CO,’5 SAFE! 


Ed Denton and John Greggs Arrested on 
Suspicion of Doing the Work. 

Behind the bars at the Desplaines Street 
Station are Ed Denton and John Gregg. The 
charge is safe robbery. The evidence which led 
to their arrest is mainly circumstantial. The 
young men are held as the supposed burglars of 
the hardware establishment of Charles H. 
Besly & Co., Nos. 10 and 12 North Canal 
street, last Saturday night.

WHISKY IS CORNERED. 


THOUSANDS OF BARRELS BOUGHT 
FOR SPECULATIVE PURPOSES. 


* 

Government Officials Said to Be Interested 
in a Deal Which Includes an Advance 
in the Revende Tax of 60 Cents a 
Gallon—Indications That the Trust Is 
Back of the Scheme—Significant Circular 
Regarding Orders and Shipments—The 
Trade Feverish and Excited. 

One of the big red hands of the whisky 
trust is just now clutched about the throgt of 
the retdil dealer, while the other is fast get- 
ting a grip on the collar of the United States 
Congress. Well-informed wholesale liquor 
dealers and b-okers claim that it is the most 
— deal ever known in the history of the 


Ik the trust succeeds in inducing Con- 


gress to raise the internal revenue tax to $1.50 
a gallon,” said aleadmg broker yesterday, 
the increase to apply only to whiskies pro- 
duced after the passage of the law, it will put 
a trifle of $25,000,000 into the pockets of the 
monopoly and send the price of the Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding company’s certificates up 
to par or above it. But whether Congress 
makes the increase or not the members of the 
trust will profit by the speculative feeling al- 
ready aroused and will doubtless recoup them- 
selves for the $2,500,000 recently laid out in 
the purchase of distilleries at Pekin, III., and 
Nebraska City, Neb.“ 

As a consequence of the uneasy and excited 
feeling produced by the manipulations of the 
trust there has already been a decided advance 
in the price of the cheaper grades of whiskies, 
and wholesale liquor dealers are standing 
un the top of the fence studying the situation 
with botn eyes wide open, and ready to jump 
whenever the magnates of the trust pull the 
string. Whisky men with sporting blood in 
their veins are plunging wildly in the cheaper 
grades of the product, and the trade generally 
is more or less upset by the speculative move- 
ment. 

Four weeks ago the whisky trade was abso- 
lutely dormant. Nothing was doing, and the 
prospect for the immediate future seemed far 
from bright. The whiskies distilled in 1890, 
when there was an overproduction, and which 
are still in bond, were a drug in the market, 
and this fact kept down both the demand and 
the prices for the product of 1891 and 1892. 

A little more than two weeks ago the rumor 
began to be quietly circulated that Congress 
would certainly raise the internal revenue tax 
on whisky from 90 cents to $1.50 a galion, and 
that the increase would not apply to goods in 
bond at the time the new law went into force. 
Nobody seemed to know where the rumor 
started, or on what authority the story was 
given out, but at once the speculative element 
in the trade became aroused, 

Preparing for the Bulge. 

December 3 the whisky trust sent out to all 
of its customers the following circular: 

The speculative feeling which exists at present 
in the trade, inducing purchases much beyond 
the natural wants at this season, makes it neces- 
sary for us to take some protective measures 
while it continues. 

The Distilling and Cattle Feeding company is 
overating all of its plants which are in running 
condition to their full capacity, and will not ac- 
cept orders for delivery ahead, except at market 
prices at the time of shipment, and as this prevents 
us from covering unusual orders, we are com- 
pelled for the present to adopt the rule that all 
orders, whether given our agents or sent direct. 
will be based on the market price on the day of 
shipment. 

We are satisfied that there will be no friction, 
trouble or delay caused by the proposed regula- 
tion. which will take effect on Monday, Dec. 5, 

orders received on or after that date will 

The trade, alarmed before by rumors, was 
greatly excited on receipt of this circular. 
Heretofore the trust has always been gald to 
book orders for future delivery at the price 
current on the day of bowking. The circular 
refusing to accept such orders was at once 
taken to indicate that the trust had advance 
information of a future sharp advance and 
that its members were practically certain that 
Congress would increase the internal revenue 
tax on the future production of whiskies to 
$1.25 or $1.50 agallon. Dealers began to look 
about them fora supply of goods to be held 
in anticipation of the rise. They found, how- 
ever, that some one had been ahead of them. 
Brokers at Cincinnati, Louisville, anc St. 
Louis had been busy for several days and the 
cheaper grades of whiskies of the product of 
92 were already purchased, while the same 
grades to be distilled up to March, 98 by 
several of the largest distilleries outside the 
trust were under contract. These purchases 


had been made, many of them, by obscure 


brokers and what interest was behind the deal 
was not disclosed. In the trade, however, 
the whisky trust is generally given credit for 


the corner. 
Will Clear Millions. 


William Mida, editor of Midas Criterion, 
the Western organ of the liquor trade, who 
has just returned from a visit to Kentucky, 
said yesterday that there was no doubt the 
trust was behind the deal. 

„Through brokers in Louisville and Cincin- 
nati,’”’ he said, the trust has bought up thou- 
sands of barrels of continuous and other low 
grades of whisky. If Congress should in- 
crease the tax to $1.50 a gallon, as proposed, 
the monopoly magnates stand to clear mill- 
ions of dollars. Another result of the corner 
is already shown in the advance in the price 
of spirits which are the chief product of the 
distilléries controlled by the trust. The mar- 
ket has also begun to reacton the higher 
grades of whiskies. Where dealers were buy- 
ing lots of ‘twenty-five and fifty barrelsa 
month ago they are today looking for thou- 
sands of barrels, The advance 1n price will prob- 
ably not directly affect the consumer, but it 
will cut down the profit of the retail dealer to 
a considerable extent. I have heard rumors, 
also, that the whisky trust was not 
alone in the buying up of the cheaper grades. 
The story is afloat that an Eastern syndicate, 
some of the members of which are Congress- 
men and high officials at Washington, has 
taken a big slice of the product with the evi- 
dent expectation of realizing when the tax 
shall be mcreased by Congress. There is 
comparatively little excitement among Chica- 
go dealers as yet, but at Louisville and Cin- 
cinnati the tradeis ina feverish condition. 
The corner has proved a bonanza for the 
whisky brokers. N. F. Block of Louisville, to 
my personal knowledge, sold 4,000 barrels to 
the trust ina single day, netting him over 
$2,000 in commussions. Another broker in 
the same city has sold upwards of 40,000 bar- 
rels since the deal begun. 

Government Officials Interested. 

„ ur house does no speculative business, 
said one of the buyers for the wholesale liquor

Why the Trust Bought Three More Distill- 
eries—Ingreased Tax Anticipated. 

New York, 13.—The quarterly meeting 

of the directors of the Distillmg and Cattle 


Feeding company began here today. It was 
voted to deciare a 1}¢ per cent dividend for 
the last quarter, payable Jan. 3, and it was an- 
nounced that the price of whisky had been 
advanced the last week 10 cents a gallon. The 
following statement was given out: 

To the Stockholders of the Distilling and Cat 
tle Feeding Company—The Board of Directors of 
the Distillingand Cattle Feeding company an- 
nounce to ite stockholders the purchase by the 
company of the Star and Crescent Distilleries at 
Pekin, III.; the Nebraska City Distillery of Ne- 
braska City, Neb.; and the Central Distillery of 
St. Louis, Mo., aggregating a capacity of about 
10,000 bushels per day. 

In view of the fact that these purchases were 
contrary to the adopted policy of the company it 
is due to you to give the reasons for our depart- 
ing therefrom. Early in the season your board 
became satisfied that the situation of the govern- 
ment finances would render inevitable an agita- 
tion in Congress during the present session for an 
increased tax on spirits, and in view thereof we 
decided that the purchase of the distilieries 
named would greatly inure to the profit of the 
company. This strong reason for the departure 
from the settied policy is not one that is likely to 
occur again very soon; and it is not necessary for 
the company te increage its property holdings, 
nor is it the desire of the board to do so. The ex- 


the board for its action in this instance in revers- 
ing the established policy of the company in re- 
spect to the purchase of outside distilleries. 

The reduction of dividends put the company in 
financial condition to make tliese purchases with- 
out the issuance of new stock or the creation of 
other bonds This temporary reduction was un- 
doubtedly a disappointment to many, but we are 
satisfied that all will commend the course of the 
board now in view of the results obtained. The 
profits of the company will, in the opinion of the 
board. enable it not only speedily to restore its 
surplus after paying therefrom for those distill- 
eries, but to add greatly thereto. The annual 
statement of the business of the company to be 
made at the annual meeting will give in detail 
the results of our management of the company. 
As far as relates to the question of an increase of 
tax we have had and shall have nothing to say, as 
itisa matter which hinges entirely upon the 
necessities of the government and neither our 
protest nor our approval would have any effect,

Commissioners Decide Upon a $200,000 
Building Out of the Ordinary Line. 

A movement is on foot to erect in Garfield 
Park a museum buildmg or art gallery which 
it is claimed will be the most notable object 
on the West Side. The West Park Commis- 
sioners are ready to appropriate $100,000 for 
such a building, and expect some public 
spirited West Side citizen to come forward 
with a similar sum.

“ Placing the machinery amidships,” Un- 
derwriter Macdonald said, “ will be to re- 
lieve the strain of an immense dead weight 
clear to one end of the boat when it is without 
cargo. There is no idea of requiring engines 
to be placed amidships by the underwriters. 
—— Bay City builders are following their own 

eas.’ 

Had the engines of the Western Reserve 
been amidships,“ said a marine man, it 
wonld never have broken in two. I do not 
regard any boat 300 feet long, with 800 tons of 
dead weight at one end, ard with nothing to 
counterbalance the strain, as seaworthy, 
when going into a head sea.

The 41 principles which ate all 
trials for heresy in the Presbyterian hurch of 
the United States of America have been entirely 
disregarded by the prosecution in their arguments 
upon the amended charge and specifications. 
Presbyterian law requires that the charges should 
set forth that certain teachings are in irrecon- 
cilable conflict with certain doctrines which are 
esséntial and necessary to Westminster 
standards and holy scriptures. As to da 
errors not in irreconcilable conflict with essential 


and necessary articles of the Westminster Con- 
fession, this paesbytery had no constitutional 
right to deal with them. 

There is a double standard, a double rule of 
faith in the Presbyterian Church. It affirms 
holy scripture is the only infallible rule of 
faith and practice. Butitalso declares that the 
Westminster confession and catechisms consti- 
tute the official rule of faith in the Presbyterian 
Church. It must be shown that the dcctrine 
against which the charge is made is FS recive 
to the holy scripture or to the regula an 
practice of the church founded thereon.” 

The Westminster confession, the ecclesiastical 
rule of faith, gives an official statement of the 
doctrines which the Presbyterian Church finds in 
holy scripture. There are many statements of 
holy scripture which are not comprehended in the 
statements ofthe Westminster standards, and 
such are not to be regarded as a part of the rule 
of faith of the denomination, 

The Presbyterian Church in the United States 
of America has never attempted to set forth 
what arathe essential and necessary articles of 
the Westminster confession, and therefore there 
is room for considerable difference of opinion 
with reference to any doctrine which may be in 
debate. 

It the inaugural address contains heresy, exact- 
ly the same heresies were before the public in my 
printed books for months previous to the delivery 
of the address. If my inaugural be heretical, all 
those other writings are still more heretical. 
You are obliged in law to accept my explanations. 
You cannot find me guilty unless you find that the 
explanations I shall give of my statements are 
contrary to essential and nevessary articles of the 
Westminster confession and of holy scripture. 

Dr. Briggs next considered The Bible, the 
only foundation of divine authority.“ and re- 
plied to parts one and two together. These 
charges were to the effect that Dr. Briggs 
held that reason and church were fountains 
of divine authority.

Objects of the Chicago, Lake View and 
Suburban Electric Railroad. 

Residents of Waukegan, Winnetka, Bowman- 
ville, and other small places north of here are 
pleased over the prospects of the construction 
of the Chicago, Lake View and Suburban 
Electric railroad. W. J. McGarigle and others 
were seen last evening and said that though 
they had made no arrangements with regard 
to using Yerkes’ lines forrunning into the 
city, they anticipated no trouble in that 
direction.

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One Meeting of the American Sabbath Union 
Declines to Adopt a Resolution Denounc- 
ing the Exposition Directors and City 
Officials for Their Efforts for an Open 
Sunday—Friends of the Movement Sur- 
prised—At Other Gatherings the Reso- 
lution Is Passed. 7 
The American Sabbath Union suffered a de- 
feat last night at one of its meeting which so 
surprised the leaders present that the incident 
was a veritable sensation. It was an unex- 


here yesterday afternoon and made arrange- 
ments for four inass-meetings throughout the 
city last night to forward the movement. One 
of these meetings was held at the M. E. 
Church, South Park avenue and Thirty-third 
street. It was a small mass-meeting, but 
everything went on smoothly for a time and 
the American Sabbath had everything its 
own way. Dr. H. H. George, a 
leader in the movement, Mr. Locke, 
and others advocated the closing of the 
World’s Fair Sunday and vigorously de- 
nounced the efforts of the directors and of 
the Mayor and City Council to have Congress 
repeal the closing att. These speeches were 
warinly, if not unanimously, approved by 
frequent Amens and clapping of hands. 
No one looked for any opposition, and so the 
following resolutions were read in a confident 


and emphatic manner: 

Wuereas, We are informed by the Chicago 
press that our City Council through the influence 
of Mayor Washburne has appointed a committee

There was applause at the end, and then the 
Chairman of the meeting, the Kev. H. N. Ax- 
tell, put the resolution to a vote. To his and 
others’ surprise the ayes and noes 
seomed equal, with the volume of tone ap- 
parently in favor of the latter. The Chair- 
man then said that a rising vote would seem 
to be in order, and he requested all in favor of 
the resolution to stand up. The Secretary 
counted thirty on their feet. 

„All opposed will arise. 

The rest of the audience, with the exception 
of four who seemed to have no opinions on 
the matter, stood up, and the Secretary look- 
ing astounded at the evident majority paid 
little attention to 5 heads. and de- 
clared there were thirty-five against 
the resolutions, and what seemed strangest 
was that many of them were women. 

After a moment of wonder the Chairman 
said he would like to have some explandtiog 
for the action of the majority, and then the

Rev. A. D. Jones, editor of the American Sen- 


tinel of New York, the organ of 
the. Seventh Day Adventists, stood 
up, and despite interruptions ana ques- 
tions made a long and aggressive speech. 
Personaliy he said he would not turn over his 
hand to determine whether the Fair should be 
opened or closed on Sunday, but he 
was opposed to resolution be- 
cause. it condemns the effort to have 
the Fair opened on theological grounds 
and because Congress had no right in the 
first piace to say whether it should be opened 
or closed. The action was unconstitutional 
because no power on the subject of religion 
had been delegated to Congress. The fourth 
commandment, he said, had been sent up 
for reading by Senator Quay as a reason 
for the passage of the act, and Senator Peffer 
was right when he said the Senate was en- 
gaged in a religious discussion as to whether 
the first or the seventh day shou'd be ob- 
served as Sunday. In answer to questions he 
said the employment of,chapiains in Congress 
and in the army was unconstitutional and 
that the United States Congress could not in 
any way establish or legalize a Sunday law. 

“Then you are an infidel.”’ 

“No, sir. I’m a Christian. God never gave 
his pledge in favor of Sunday. He Always 
said the seventh day was the Sabbath. and 
when you say he meant the first day where is 
your respect for the law of God!“ 

Mr. Stowe, Mr. Locke, Dr. George, and 
others replied to him, and the Rev. Mr. Jones 
came back with other arguments. 

MAYOR AND COUNCIL DENOUNCED. 
Unwarrantable Interference Charged by 
the Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson. 

“T charge the Mayor and the Common 
Council of Chicago with a piece of unwar- 
rantable interference and a gross breach of 
trust in sending a committee to Washington 
to try tu change the decision of Congress in 
the matter of the Sunday opening of the 
World’s Fair,” said the Rev. Dr. Herrick 
Johnson at the mass-meeting of the American 
Sabbath Union held at the Jefferson Park 
Presbyterian Church, Adams and Throop 


streets, last night. 


President Higinbotham's letter and the Ma- ö 


yor’saction in appointing a committee to visit 
Washington were roundly denouncei by the 
speakers and the closing of the World's Fair 
gates on Sunday demanded. In discussing 
the compromise contained in President Higin- 
botham’s letter Dr. Johnson said: 
„What is the sense of closing down merely 
the machinery of the Fair on Sunday? Is the 
machinery more goaless than anything else? 
The machinery runs easily, quietly, and 
needs little care, why close_it down? use 
the directors want to let the chink of the half 
dollar in the gates be heard at all times; be- 
cause they wantto hear the clatter of the 
dishes and the popping of champagne corks in 
the restaurants, aud because they want to 
make the Fair a financial success for the 
stockholders, though they are careful not to 


say 80. 

% Now the Council is a different flock of 
birds altogether. It comes out flat-fouted with 
the statement: ‘Weare out for the dollars. 
We are financially interested in the Fair and 
we want all we cam get.’ What I want to 
know 1s what earthly’ right the Mayor and 
the Council have to spend the taxpayers’ 
money for the agitation of this question. 
What right has the city, officially, to interfere? 
Next thing we know we shall have the Council 
taking atrip to Europe to try to influence 
tariff legislation over there.“ 

Dr. Johnson was followed bythe Rev. H. 
A. Thompson of Columbus, 0., who began 
his remarks with the statement that 
he sincerely hoped the Fair would be 
a disastrous failure’ if the gates 
were opened Sundays. Cholera.“ he said, 
„ may come and visit us next year. Let it 
come; it will at least be better than a World s 
Fair open Sunday. None but the disreputa4 
ble desire that the Fair be opened on first 
day of the week, and none but the depraved 
will visit it if it is open on day.“

DEATH OF MRS. MARY X. TUTTLE. 


She Came to Chicage in 1839 and Had 
Lived in the City Ever Since, 

Mrs. Mary M. Tuttle, widow of Frederick Tut- 
tle, died at her residence, No. 2022 Michigan ave- 
nue, Saturday noon. She had resided in this city 
over fifty-three years. Mrs Tuttle had been in 
feeble health for three or four years, although 
there was no acute disease. Her death was not 


unexpected to her family. 

Mary M. Bulkley, daughter of Chester Bulkley 
and Anne Rowley, was born in Middle Granville, 
Washington County. N. YR but passed her 
early life in Albany, in that State. Feb. 14, 1834, 
she was married to Theron Norton, who was in 
business with her uncle, Heary Bulkley, then liv- 
ing in Pawlet, Vt. In aucun. . Mr. and Mrs. 
Norton removed to coming by stage 
to Syracuse, then by canalboat to Buffalo, thence 
by steamer Madison to Chicago, then a city of 
only 4,000 inhabitants. They lived at the City 
Hotel, which tnen where the Sherman 
House is now located. It was kept by Jacob 
Russell, and among the other guests at the hotel

r. Brinkerhoff. Mrs. Holmes, sister of Mrs. Hib- 
bard Porter. and Gohlson Kerchival. In a short 
time they went to housekeeping on Lake street, 
between State street and the Tremont house, 
Lake street at that time being the principal resi- 
dence as well as business street. Theron 
Norton died April 24, 184, at No. 110 
Wabash avenue, the family having had 
the house removed to that site. He left three 
children, only obe of whom, Theron 8. Norton, 
survives. Mrs. Norton was married Aug. 6, 1846, to 
Frederick Tuttle, the Rev. Dr. Robert W. Patter- 
son officiating. They had one son, Frederick B. 
Tattle. Mrs. Tuttle also left a grandson whois a 
student in Columbia College. Mr. and Mrs. Tut- 
tle lived for many years on Michigan avenue, near 
Adams street. until their house was destroyed in 
the great fire, when Mr. Tuttle purchased the 
present family residence. Mr. Tuttle died there 
Nov. 10, 1890, after an honorable business career. 

Mrs. Tuttle combined im her character the 
strong traits of her New England ancestry. She 
was possessed of a remeron hy Denne disposition, 
and attached herself to her friends deeply. She 
was hospitable, fond of the society of those about 
her, and her home was always made attractive by 
her kind and thoughtful consideration of all who 
were brought within its pleasant influence. She 
was among the last of a generation which 1s 60

— 2 
ist inguisbed guest of the evening, the 
Rev. Dr. Mabie of Boston, was — next 
speaker. His theme was. What Need of a 
Million Dollars?“ He asserted that the call 
for the money had grown out of the profound- 
est convictions of those who had come into 
touch with the actual state of the missionary 
world.

During the last year 
eighty-one missionaries had been sent to the 
fields in Asia and Africa. 
$40,000 for the sending 
those eighty-one men to the differ- 
ent portions of the world. Tnose mission- 
aries had to be brought back for recuperation 
and rest, for every breeze in the climate in 
which they worked was miabma, every breath 
a poison. To do this work alone required 
$75,000 a year. Next there was the work of 
publication, and all the other details in con- 
nection with the task of conversion. He 
spoke of the relief fund, which should be 
maintained, and as an evidence of the worthy 
use to which the money was put he pointed 
out that last year there were 18,594 babtiems 
in the missionary field. As to the 
present need of money, he stated

COL. SELLERS’ GRAND MINERAL WATER 
SCHEME, 

Col. Mulberry Sellers has come to town and 
is about to try his persuasive powers on the 
Chicago Aldermen. He has a new scheme, in 
which he wants them to take an interest for 
their own good and that of the people.“ 
“‘Thére are millions in it,” as in his other 
projects. When he was here before he was 
eloquent in the praise of his celebrated eye- 
water, one of the great merits of which was 
that the more of it people used the more they 
needed. The fortunate men who introduced 
it among the sore-eyed myriads of Asia would 
make fortunes before which those of the 
Goulds and Rothschilds would pale their in- 
effectual tires.”’ 

The speculative Colonel has discarded eye- 
water for mineral water. He proposes to con- 
fer a precious boon on the stomachs of Chica- 
guans instead of the eyes of Asiatica, and the 
millions which the promoters are to reap are 
to be made out of the right to dig up streets 
and lay pipes in the City of Chicago, Those 
streets have become a mine where every spec- 
ulator, promoter, and floater of fancy stocks 
is trying to get the permission of the Council 
to burrow. Some of them have succeeded 
by the use of methods which, in point of mor- 
ality, leave much to be desired. 

The ordinance which was drafted by the 
facile pen of Col. Sellers was introduced in 
the Council Monday night, Ald. Powers act- 
ing as its godfather. It gives to the Waukesha 
Hygeia company— 

Permission to lay a single metal pipe not to ex- 
ceed twelve inches in diameter under any and all 
avenues, streets, and alleys and public places of 
the city for the distribution of mineral or spring 
water for the use of the public, provided that the 
pipes shall be laid as far as practicable in the 
alleys. 

As there is no Committee on Schemes and 
Schemers it was referred to the one on Fire 
and Water. 

It is easy to see the value of such an ordi- 
nance to the boomer of bond; or stocks in- 
tended for British consumption. He would 
revel in Sellersian statistics. He would call 
the attention of the ingenuous Briton to a city 
with a million and a third people, doubling its 
population in each decade, and using daily 
over 200,000,000 gailons of water. He would 
dilate on the bad quality of the present supply 
and dwell on figures of death and sickness. 
He would say that the Chicagoans were pant- 
ing for pure mineral water as “the heart 
panteth for the water brooks, that the Hygeia 
company had the exclusive right to supply it, 
and that a daily consumption of only 100,000, 
000 gallons at only a tenth of a cent a gallon 
would give a yearly income of $100,000. On 
such a showing the English would be as eager 
to furnish this city with water as they were 

with beer. : 

Will it add to ‘the credit of Chicago, how- 
ever, will it benefit the city in the long run, 
for it to furnish material for the writers of 
glowing prospectuses and the floaters of 
securities which will be pure water? Should 
a reputable municipality go into partnership 
with speculators, when it can gain nothing 
and may lose a great deal? Col. Mulberry 
Sellers should paddle his own canoe, and not 
make this city his oarsman. 


In the next place this ordinance is for the 


rich and not for the poor. Doubtless it would 
be aconvenience for wealthy men if they 
could have a double water supply, that for or- 
dinary purposes furnished by the city, and that 
for drinking by the Hygeia company. But 
they have not asked for anything of this sort. 
They would hesitate long before calling for a 
ripping up of the streets for their exclusive 
benefit. They know what the comments of 
the people would be. Furthermore, when they 
want mineral water for home use they get it 
without difficulty. No man who wants it is 
‘deprived of it because it is not conveyed to 
his house through underground pipes. Were 
this ordinance passed the poor folks would use 
no more mineral water than now; they could 
not afford it. The proposed measure is a 
class one and therefore obnoxious. 

If this company which is asking for this 
franchise gets it and does something more 
under it than sell bonds, there will be another 
tearing up of the streets. It is provided that 
there shall be no digging between next May 
and November, but there should be no unnec- 
essary street disturbance at any time. Fur- 
thermore, if such a privilege as this is granted 
to one company, similar ones must and will 
be conferred on all others of the same char- 
acter. It would not do to legislate so as to 
give one concern a monopoly. The owners of 
other springs willask Are not Abana and 
Pharphar, rivers of Damascus, better than all 
the waters of Israel?“ They will get their 
franchises and the streets will contain as 
many systems of water pipes as they do of gas 
pipes. id 

And, finally, the unswerving policy of the 
city, adhered to by the worst Councils, as by 
the best, has been that the city shall have a 
monopoly of the supplying of water to its peo- 
ple, so far as the tise of the streets is con- 
cerned. Though high pressure works are

parties do it. The passage of Col, Mulberry 
Seliérs’ ordinance would be an abandonment 
of that policy. It would be the first step 
towards cutting down the city’s income from 
its profitable water works, Under no circum- 
stances, no matter what inducements are held 
out in cash or in chromos, should that step be 
taken. No amount of soap should be suf- 
ficient to put this water ordinance through.

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THIRTIETH WARD TRACK TROUBLES. 

The action of the Council last Thursday 
evening m reference to the Pennsylvania 
company’s track-laying schemes in the Thir- 
tieth Ward bids fair to bring about a 
satisfactory solution of the difficulties in con- 
nection with the same. The obstructive offi- 
cials, to whose inaction and discourtesy much 
of the trouble has been due, have been di- 
rected not to interpose so as to muddle the 
question. On the contrary, they have been 
instructed todo their duty so as to protect 
the rights, interests, and privileges of the 
property-owners and residents. The resolu- 
tions adopted concerning the difficulty forci- 
bly pointed out the weak points of the rail- 
road company’s case and the strong position 
of the interested property-owners and of the 
city. The whole subject matter has been re- 
ferred to one of the most practical and hard- 
working committees of the Council, which, in 
the light of the resolution of instruction of- 
fered by Ald. Kenny and adopted unanimously, 
must protect the city’s interests at every point. 

Mr. Brooks, the representative of the rail- 
road company, makes a plausible showing for 
his side, but some of his statements may be 
questioned for accuracy, if not for lack of 
sincerity. Thus he says that the Pennsyl- 
vania company proposes to lay no tracks 
across any public streets or alleys in Chicago 
unless it is certain the courts of Illinois will 
sustain the company in so doing.” Mr. 
Brooks assumes oo much in this. The city 
has nothing to do with the intention of the 
railroad company. It has todo simply with 
its acts, and some of them during the last 
three weekscan hardly be sustained by the 
courts, Mr. Brooks to the contrary notwith- 


ment that the company is willing to enter 
into negotiations on liberal terms with the 
city in reference ‘to the construction of the 
east approach of the viaduct,’’ and is further 
willing to treat liberaily with the city in re- 
spect to land damages which may result from 
the construction of approaches, indicates that 
the company is disposed to be technical and 
not ready to meet the city fairly. There is no 
doubt about the right of the city to compel 
the railroad company to construct viaducts at 
its (the company’s) expense and to pay for 
all the land damages caused by the construc- 
tion, but doubtless Mr. Brooks put forward 
his statement as a basis for negotiations 
rather than as a measure of reasonable con- 
“cession. 

As stated before, the subject is now in the 
hands of a committee deeply interested in its 
prompt and satisfactory solution. As long 
as it was left to the appointed city offi- 
cers they did nothing. They are now relieved 
of all responsibilities in the negotiations, and 
have simply to follow the instructions of the 
Council in the energetic performance of their 
duties, Ifthey will content themselves with 
this and not interfere in matters in which 
they have no concern or in which they have 
ignominiously failed in the past there may be 
some good results. The matter ought to be 
dealt with promptly and vigorously. As Mr. 
Brooks says, there are many matters where- 
in the joint action by he Pennsylvania com- 
pany and the city is necessary. It is more 
necessary perhaps to the Pennsylvania com- 
pany than to the city, and this fact must not 
be lost sight of during the negotiations. By 
agreement the subject matter of the contro- 


*versy will come before the Committee on 


Streets and Alleys South tomorrow. The city, 
the property owners, and the railroad com- 
pany will be represented. A satisfactory so- 
lution ought to be reached.

THE ARMOUR MANUAL TRAINING INSTI- 
TUTE. 

Mr. Philip D. Armour has furnished another 
reason why his name shall long be cherished 
in grateful remembrance by the people while 
those of some otper millionaires are execrated 
or forgotten. He has long been- conducting 
at hisown expense the great Armour Mission, 
where each Sunday afternoon about nineteen 
hundred children gather to receive instruction 
from the most competent teachers in the 
things that pertain to their eternal welfare, 
while other days in the week large numbers 
are trained for usefulness in this world. His 
modesty is shown in the fact that he has done 
this in honor of the memory. of a deceased 
brother, whose benefactaon to that end was a 
noble one, but far from adequate to the work 
undertaken in his name. Philip has built up 
around the mission proper a number of model 
structures, the income from which assures to the 
enterprise a permanent life after he has passed 
away, and he has taken a personal interest by 
oft-repeated visitation in seeing that the best 
work is done by those selected to carry out 
the benevolent design of the founder. 

To this establishment and in the same 
neighborhood is now being added what will 
be known as the Armour Institute,” which 
is intended to be to Chicago all that the Drexel 
Institute is to Philadelphia and the Pratt In- 
stitute to Brooklyn. The aim of the founder 
is that 16 shall become the greatest institute 
for manual training, science, and art in the 
United States, and neither money nor energy 
of brain and muscle will be spared in the ef- 
fort to make it so. The plans for this end 
have been carefully matured in consultation 
with Mr. Armour’s sons, Ogden and Philip, 
his former partner, John C. Black, and George 
W. Childs, the Philadelphia philanthropist ; 
while the best of talent has beeu called in to 
perfect the details of the grand design, the ob- 
ject of which is to make some of Mr. Armour’s 
millions aid in making life beautiful, inspir- 
ing, and useful to the deserving young men 
and women of the city in which he has accu- 
mulated those millions. He hopes that the 
recipients of this aid, which wiil not be 
charity in the ordinary acoeptation of the 
word, will be helped thereby to become good 
citizens, with a broadenel appreciation of 
their duties and responsibilities, and a better 
understanding of the relations of capital to 
labor, 

The plan for the work is really one of the 
most comprehensive that could be devised to 
be carried out by any one individual. It in- 
cludes a good library and a technical museum, 
both to be used by students. Perhaps the 
leading line of effort will be the manual train- 
ing school, Mr. Armour believing that edu- 
cation in other lines has been provided for 
in this city more bountifully than that which 
prepares for intelligent work with the hand in 
mechanical operations. Besides this, a form 
of university extension course is to be pro- 
vided in connection with the library, the pub- 
lic to have a somewhat limited accéss to both, 
and one great advantage will consist in the 


fact that this good work will be carried on

STREET-CLEANING BY SPECIAL ASSESS- 
MENT. 

For about a year Tun Tarsus has been in- 
sisting that the best way to clean the streets 
was by special assessment. Since the adjourn- 
ment of the State Board of Equalization, when 
it became known that the assessment of city 
property would be lower than last ycar and 
that there would be less money to spend for 
general purposes in 1893 than in 1892, Tun 
Tmnon has stated that the only way in which 
Chicago could be kept clean during the 
World’s Fair year was by special assessments 
on the property beuetited. 

Another city paper has reached the same 
conclusion and is callmg on the Aldermen to 
act. According to the figures printed by it— 

A special assesemont of 96.25 a year on each 
twenty-five-foot lot will thoroughly clean every 
street and keep it clean the year around and 
sprinkle it twice a day during the time sprinkling 
is necessary. 

It is stated also that the average cost of the 
street-sprinkiing done, most of which is paid 
for by private parties, is about four dollars 
and a quarter per twenty-five foot lot, eo that 
if those property-owners who pay now for the 
sprinkling paid only two dollars more they 
would have the pavement in front of their 
premises kept clean all the time. 

It ought to be clearly understood that if this 
special assessment plan is not adopted there 
will be less money available for street-clean- 
ing next year than there was this. If the 


streets seemed dirty in 1892 how may they be 


expected to look im 1893? If this proposed 
plan is adopted every thoroughfare will be 
clean, and the scanty sum which would other- 
wisé be appropriated for that purpose out of 
the general taxes can be used for the removal 
and burning of garbage. , 

If anything is to be done, however, it should 
be done promptly—by the present Council. 
It takes time to prepare special assessment 
ordinances, to secure their confirmation by 
the court, and to get ready to collect the 
money. There will be a great deal of clerical 
work to be done. In April the present city 
administration will go out. There will be a 
new Commissioner of Public Works and new 
heads of other departments. It will be some 
little time before they settle down into their 
places. The World's Fair is to open the Ist 
of May. The cleaning of streets should begin 
much before that date. 

When will the Mayor and the Aldermen at- 
tend to this matter?

CIRCUMVENTING THE AUSTRALIAN BAL- 
LOT, 

The City of Los Angeles, Cal., went for Har- 
rison in tue November election. In the recent 
municipal election, however, it went Demo- 
cratic. How the change was effected is told in 
an article printed elsewhere from the Los 
Angeles Express, which explains the manner 
in which the DenfScrats beat the Australian 
law and carried the day. 

The method employed was a simple and yet 
an ingenious one. It was based upon the 
venality of voters. The Democratic heelers 
approached these men on the eve of election

and offered them $2.50 for their votes. It was 


supposed by the framers of the law that votes 
could not be bought under its restrictions be- 
cause the buyer could not tell whether the 
seller performed his contract By the Los 
Angeles method, however, every vote-seller 
easily was identified. Under this method the 
voter was instructed to go into his booth and 
put his X“ against every Democratic name 
until he reached -the candidates for the Board 
of Education, Instead of putting the X 
against them he was to write the name of 
John Jones on the ticket with a lead 
pencil. The heeler meanwhile enters the name 
„John Jones in his book with the name of 
the voter opposite. When the votes are 
counted the heeler watches for the name of 
John Jones.“ and if the ballot is a straight 
Democratic one he makes a note of it, gives 
the vote-seller an order on a given party for 
his money, and he goes and collects it, The 
Express says: 

The fellow who sells his vote is just as anxious 
to get the thing through all right as is the heeler 
who buys his vote and he invariably sees.“ It 
is estimated that there are upwards of a thousand 
purcbasable votes in this city and experience 
shows that anybody in this city who has a vote to 
sell on election day can always find a purchaser, 
and the fact that arrests for this offense are ex- 
ceedingly rare makes the business of buying and 
selling in this line of merchandise practically 
without risk. 

It will be seen that the method is both easy 
and practical—so easy and practical indeed 
that this method of buying voters and beating 
the law probably will be imitated by Demo- 
cratic practical politicians elsewhere. There 
is indeed no limit to the amount of fraud and 
bribery that can be practiced under this new 
Democratic scheme, Various methods have 
been devised in Eastern cities of circum vent- 
ing the Jaw which have been more or less 
successful, but none of them have been 80 
simple and direct as the Los Angeles one, It 
is possible by this plan not only to elect a 
straight ticket but any part of a ticket that is 
desired. It is time that the inventors of the 
law should turn their attention to methods 
for strengthening it, covering up its weak 
spots, and making it impregnable against the 
assaults of fraud, else the Democratic heelers 
will soon drive a coach and four through it. 
Their main reliance in every election is fraud 
and they will not rest until their opportunities 
for corrupt practices under the Australian 
law are as complete as they were under the 
old system of voting. It remains for the 
friends of the law to circumvent the schemes 
of these enemies of honest suffrage and to 
make the law so strong that it cannot be as- 
sailed at any point.

A BILL IN THE SENATE. 


He Said He Did It by Request and Aldace 
Walker Is Quoted as Being Its Author 
—Railroad Men Will Be Heard on the 
Subject~A Populist-Democrat Alliance 
Will Probably Control the Next Senate 
—Doings of Both Houses of Congress 
Yesterday. 

Wasuivetox, D. C., Dec. 13.—[Special. }— 
An important hearing will be given the rail- 
road people before the Inter-State Commerce 
committee tomorrow. President Roberts of 
Pennsylvania, Chauncey Depew of the New 
York Central, Aldace F. Walker, and other 
representatives are to appear in advocacy of 
legisiation to permit pooling. In return for 
this the railroads are willing to give their sup- 
port to certain other amendments to the In- 
ter-State law. Pooling they cail “traffic con- 
tracts. a 

There is provision for the amendment of 
such contracte if they result in unreasonable 
rates or discriminations between persons or 
localities. The bill eliminates from the law 
all penalties by imprisonment, leaving money 
fines. Corporations are thus made amenable 
to the law. Greater immunity is granted 
witnesses who would be liable to incriminate 
themselves, thus counterbalancing the Coun- 
selman decision. The bill was introduced by 
Senator Cullom today. In doing so he stated 
that he introduced it by request. It 1s under- 
stood that the measure was drawn up by Al- 
dace Walker. Its full text is as follows: 


Sec. 1. That Sec..5 of an act entitled An act to 
regulate commerce, approved Feb. 4, 1887, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

“ Sec. 5. That it shall be lawful for any common 
carrier subject to the provisions of this act to en- 
ter into contracts or ments with other com- 
mon carriers, having for their object the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of jast and reasonable 
rates and the prevention of unjust discrimination.

CONTROL OF THE NEXT SENATE, 


Western Republicans Believe It Will Be 
by a Populist-Democrat Alliance. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 13.—[Special. ]— 
Control of the next Senate isa simple. prob- 
lem in arithmetic. The Democrats now have 
thirty-nine Senators; they gained one each in 
New York and Wisconsin, that gives them 
forty-one. If they can secure out of Kansas, 
Nebraska, Wyoming, Montana, North Dakota, 
Nevada, and California three Senators to 
act with them they will control 
the Senate, because the casting vote 
of Vice-President Stevenson will then give 
them the majority.. If they get Kyle of South 
Dakota to join them * will need only two 
new accessions. It is likely that Kyle will 
land with the Democrats. As long as he was 
an Indecrat and Peffer was a Populist they 
had a nice thing of it, but when several more 
Populists come in Kyle won’t be of so much 
account. He has been consulting with Gor- 
man and other Democratic Senators who 
know how to drive a bargain. What the Dem- 
ocrats most fear is that there may be half a 
dozen Populists who will hang together asa 
third party and force a trade which will cause 
that party to be recognized. 

The Republicans rather expect that the deal 
will be made by which énough Povulists will 
go over to the Democrats to enable them to 
organize the Senate. At the same time they 
don’t propose that Western States, which are 
likely to be Republican as soon us the Popn- 
list fever ab shail be represented for six 
years by either Populists or Democrats. The 
spectacle of a committee with such notorious 
political hucksters as Brice and Gorman at its 
head going over the country talking about 
fraud is too much for their colleagues. 

The caucus of Republican Senators today 
was mainly for the purpose of discussing the 
situation. Inasmuch as the Democratic Sen- 
ators had seen fit to open the war the Repub- 
licaus were quite ready that it should begin. 
The Western Senators have no desire to keep 
the Democrats from the responsibility which 
must come when the Senate passes out of 
Republican control. Atthesame time they 
think some of their Eastern colleagues have 
thing and they said so with bluntness. 

The Democrats themselves are not happy 
over the outlook. The report from California 
that eight Populists, holding the balance of 
power, were going to preveut the election of a 
Democrat and secure a straight-out Populist 
Senator was a disagreeable surprise to the 
Democrats here. They had cou on Cali- 
fornia just as they counted on New York and 
Wisconsin. Itis evident that while a Demo- 
cratie-Populist combination is likely to con- 
trol the Senate the alliance will be a costly 
one for the Democrats.

Federal Troops Expected to Invade Santa 
Ana—Military Chief Killed,

Santa Ana thatthe residents are in terror 
expecting an invasion of the province by Fed- 
erals. . Barricades have been erected to assist 
in the defense. Several high military chiefs 
of the Republicans who had been imprisoned 
in San Borja preparatory to their removal to 
Porto Alegre were killed hy the guards escort- 
ing them to the vapital of the provinces. It 
is also reported that many barbarities were 
practiced on the women and children in San 
Borja by the soldiers. 

Frequent skirmishes between Federal and 
Republican forces have occurred in Rio 
Grande do Sul. It is believed that a serious 
battle is imminent. Secret meetings have 
been held in Montevideo with a view of 
initiating a revolution against Hewera. It 1s 
proposed to force him to resign if possible. 
The financial outlook of the republic is 
brighter. 

A private navigation company at Buenos 
Ayres has orde five steamers of 10,000 tons 
measurement each.

When the bids were opened it was discovered 
that the Sterling company was the lowest, 
Subsequently the Babcock and the Wilcox 
Boiler companies offered to furnisn, without 
charge, all the boilers necessary in case they 
be allowed to install them as exhibits. Mr. 
Burnham and Mr. Sargent, it appears, ac- 
cepted the proposition and also verbally agreed 

that the association of which these two

John Bates Receives a Fatal Wound as a 
Result of a Fight at Bloomington, 

Bioominerton, III., Dec. 13.—[Special. ]—A 
feud which for some years had existed between 
George Dever, ex-City Marshal of Leroy, this 
county, and John Bates of that place cul- 
minated today in an altercation in which 
Bates was fatally shot by Dever. Dever fired 
two shots, the second of which took effect in 
Bates’ right side below the ribs, and ranging 
downwards, Bates is a man of good family, but 
has given the officers a good deal of trouble. 


Believed to Be Professional Perjurers. 

Sr. Josern, Mo., Dec. 13.— [Special. The Fed- 
eral grand jury today indicted William and Mack 
Brown on the charge of perjury.

CITY WANTS ITS OWN. 


OFFICIALS INVESTIGATING. ER. 
OROAOHMENTS OF RAILROADS. 


Illinois Central Has Valuable Improve- 
ments on Municipal Territory—Surveys 
to Establish Chicago’s Rights to the 
Lake-Front to Be Made at Once—Prop- 
erty Occupied by Other Railways Also 
in Question—County Board Seeks the 
Petty Court-House Patronage. 

Railroad encroachment within the city 
limits is a subject that is now engaging the at- 
tention of the Aldermen and city officials gen- 
erally. The most important case is that involv- 
the right of occupancy of certain parts of the 
Lake-Front by the Michigan Central and IIli- 
nois Central railroad companies, Ald. Brook- 
man introduced an order in the Council Mon- 
day night requesting the Corporation Counsel 
and the City Engineer to complete a survey of 
the frontage and report the results to the 


Council, 

Under the head of encroachments several 
improvements of importance to the railroad 
companies are likely to be reported. Among 
them are the Van Buren street station, the 
most important suburban station on the IIIi- 
nois Centralline. Another is a long switch 
north of Van Buren street, and a third is a 
track running between Randolph and Monroe 


streets. 

„While I was one of the Illinois Central 
engineers.“ said Mr. Clarke yesterday, we 
— that track near Van Buren street. I 

now we had no permission then from the 
but that was immediately after the 
fire and the track may have been since re- 
moved. It was then an encroachment, how- 
ever, and if it is still in existence it will 
find a place in the list asked for by 
the Council. The track between Randolph 
and Monroe streets is also, in my apinion, 
on city property. As I remember it permis- 
sion was granted to build Van Buren street 
station, and the company has a right to its lo- 
cation, But since the Council has asked for a 
list of encroachments the building should be 
reported even though permission was granted. 

Corporation Counsel Miller said he would 
confer with Mr. Clarke and arrange for the 
survey as soon as possible. 

Another piece of railroad property being 
calied in question is that covered by the Mad- 
ison and Northern and Santa Fé tracks on 
Archer avenue. The street is curved out of 
its original line around the tracks, and for a 
year the property-owners have been trying to 
have it restored. Yesterday Ald. Wall and 
Stuckart, heading a delegation of property- 
owners, called on Mayor Washburne to enlist 
his aid ia their behalf. Corporation Counsel 
Miller and Commissioner Aldrich were sent 
for and the matter was discussed. The com- 
pany claimed right to the tracks under an 
ordinance, but the property-owners declare 
that a recent Supreme Court decision can be 
construed to render the ordinance invalid. 
Mayor Washburne promised to look up the 
records, and if he found the city entitled to 
the streets he would order a removal of the 
tracks. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Chetlain is 
investigating a matter of equal importance to 
the Chicago and Northwestern company. Its 
rights to a long section of the down-town end 
of its main Milwaukee line is called in ques- 
tion byan order passed by Ald. Kunz. He 
claims that the city in granting the original 
ordinance to the IIlinois and Wisconsin rail- 
way did not intend that the right should be 
transferred. In 1852 the Northwestern suc- 
ceeded tothese rights by assignment, The 
Law Department has now been asked to ex- 
press an opinion as to the legality of the trans- 
fer and the Northwestern’s right of occupancy 
to the line aa far north as North avenue, or 
the city limits in 1852. 

Ald. Gosselin was interested in an investi- 
gation of the Pennsylvania company’s rights 
along West Kinzie street. He claims that 
under a permit for repairs the company is il- 
legally extending its lines.

WANT THE COURT-HOUSE PLUMS. 


County Commissieners After the Sheriff's 
Petty Patronage—An Adverse Opinion. 
Persons interested in the effort which it is 

said the new Board of County Commissioners 

will make to take from the Sheriff the patron- 
age connected with his custodianship of the 

Court-House have taken considerable pains to 

look up the status of the case. In the County 

Building, Criminal Court, and jail are em- 

ployed nearly 100 men. Some of the County 

Commissioners desire to have these plums to 

distribute. 

The question as to who is the legal custodian 
of the Court-House arose in the last board 
and County-Attorney Henry was set to search- 
ing the statutes for light on the subject. The 
opinion which he sent to the board May 23 
follows: 

Under the law the County Board provides for 
the erection and repair of all buildings belonging 
to the county, and under the powers vested in 
the board it has a general supervision and con- 
trol over such buildings. Therefore there is ia 
the law ah implied power givento the board to 
appoint persons to take charge of such buildings 
where the statute has not designated a custodian. 
It appears, however, that as to the Court-House 
and jail express provision has deen made by a 
statute for a custodian. Sec. 14 of Chap. 125 
relative to Sheriffs provides as follows: 

He (the Sheriff) shall have the custody and 
care of the Court-House and jail of his county 
except as otherwise provided.” 

Sec. 24 of the same act provides in express 
terms that an outgoing Sheriff shall deliver to 
bis successor the possession of the court-house 
and jail of his county and shall take from his 
successor a receipt.“ etc, 

Sec. 2 of Chap. 75 of the act relative to jails and 
jailers provi 4es as follows: The Sheriff of each 
county in this State shall be the keeper of the 
jail of the county and have the custody of the 
prisoners in such jail.”’ 

Under these several provisions of the statute it 
seems the declared purpose of the law to vest in 
the Sheriff of the county, who is himself an 
elective officer, as a part of his official duties the 
custody and care of the court-house and jail, and 
I find no provision of the statutes providing for 
or authorizing any other custodian; but as to all 
other buildings of the county the power to desig- 
nate a custodian is vested in the board.

election night and watched the counting of 
the ballots were puzzled to observe the great 
scattering vote on members of the Board of

It seemed that all the names known to com- 
mon and uncommon life were written on the 
ballots for members of the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

A singular coincidence occurred also in that 
the ballots that bore strange names in lead 
pencil for members of the Bo of Educa- 
tion were all straight Democratic ballots.

Thomas Taggert, Chairman of the Indiana 
Democratic State Central committee, is at 
the Victoria, Said he:

Gray for a member of 
Cleveland's Cabinet. We are sanguine of 
success and already have assurances that J.

0 Already preparations are in progress in 
Indianapolis for the return of President Har- 
rison to his home. It is a well understood 
fart that he will resume bis law practice there, 
probably with Attorney-General Miller as 
partner.

A. J. Heaton, the Washington artist from 
whose painting the United States Government 
has taken the head of Columbus for the new 
issue of 50-cent postage stamps, is at the Le- 
land.

* The picture from which the Columbus 
head is taken was painted from studies made 
in Spain in 1882. It was purchased by this 
government and hangs in the Senate wing of 
the Capitol at Washington. It represents Co- 
lumbus receiving from the messenger the 
summons of recall from Queen Isabella after 
he had been refused assistance to carry out 
his plan for the discovery of America. The 
painting is a true representation of the bridge 
upon which Columbus received his recall, 
the ‘Bridge of Pines,’ of which Irving 
wrote in his Life of Columbus.’ The new 
postage stamps will be carbon in color and 
oblong instead of upright, as they now are.” 


E. J. Murphy, Warden of the Illinois State 
Penitentiary at Chester, said at the Grand Pa- 
cific yesterday:

A great feature will be the 
Iroquois Indians forming a confederation of 
five nations—lineal descendants of those whu 
occupied the land from the seacoast to the 
present site of the World’s Fair before Colum- 
bus discovered the New World—to show that 
the conception of union between tribes of 
men was not original with European civiliza- 
tion.

Gov. F. M. Murphy of Arizona is at the 
Wellington en route to Washington to urge 
the immediate passage of the bill admitting 
Arizona as a State.

With receipts under the estimates and fairly 
steady markets abroad with a decrease of nearly 
1,000,000 bu on passage the buying of wheat early 
was active and the market held up moderately 
well, It was something of a disappointment that 
there was not a material advance when Pardridge 
bought 1,100,000 bu around 7895, , and seeing that 
there was not much buoyancy to the market some 
of the short sellers opened up. They were favored 
by the fact that the Trade Bulletin estimated an 
increase of the world’s supplies during November 
of 35.000.000 bu, and brokers supposed to repre- 
sent Cudahy were on the selling side.
